Preliminary Amendment 

The preliminary amendment filed on September 1 1 , 2003 has been 
acknowledged. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-20 are allowed. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons 
for allowance: The prior art of record does not disclose or render obvious a motivation to 
provide for: 

-a transmission mechanism for an automotive vehicle having a drive housing with 
an upper and lower portion wherein a first bracket is at the upper portion, a second 
bracket is at the left of the lower portion and a third bracket is at the right of the lower 
portion, a differential mounted on a core shaft at the lower portion, a driving power input 
shaft mounted within the first bracket, a sliding gear mounted on the input shaft, a first 
dual tandem gear mounted on the input shaft, a rear right wheel output shaft mounted 
within the second bracket, a second dual tandem gear mounted on the right wheel 
shaft, a fifth gear mounted on the right wheel shaft engaged to the first dual gear, a sixth 
gear fixed on the right wheel shaft, a seventh gear mounted on the core shaft engaged 
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with the sixth gear, a shaft sleeve fixed to a left bevel gear of the differential, an eighth 
gear mounted on the sleeve, a rear left wheel output shaft mounted within the third 
bracket, a ninth gear fixed on the rear left output shaft, a front left wheel output shaft 
engaged to the sleeve and a front right wheel output shaft engaged to the core shaft in 
combination with the remainder of claim 1 .
